Dump search juggernaut — : 
slowed down by county vote 


Move a “victory of 
sorts” for local 
dump-fighters 


Peterborough Cty - The trau- 
matizing search fora City/County 
dump site has been “slowed 
down” until 1995, 

Following asenies of emotional 
presentations by affected ratepay 
ers, and an offen frustrating 
County Couneil debate, local poli 
hicians agreed to support five mayor 
recommendations fromthe Peter 
borough County Waste Manage 
ment Steering Commitice 
(WMSC Jeffectively delaying the 
controversial search until earls 
next year. 

The WMSC has released a 
shortlist of four candidate sites 
two m Otonabee, one cach wn 
Asphodel and Smith Townships 
All are productive century farms 
inthe southeast part of the county 

Most dump opponents, like 
Cathy Turner co-chair of the 
Norwood-Asphodel Cares Com- 
mittee (NACC), expressed cau 
tious approval of the move al 
though all community groups 
agree none of the sites should be 
on the WMSC’s shortlist and are 
there because of the erpors, omis- 
sions and mistakes made by con 
cultants Precior and Redferi.. 

They also questioned the need 
fora shortlist now that the WMSC 


Should dump consultants 
be analyzing their own 
work? ratepayers wonder 


Norwood - Despite the best 
wishes of local ratepayers, and 
efforts of Smith Twp. reeve Don 
Boa, and Asphodel reeve Jim 
Moore, it was perhaps unrealistic 
to expect County Council to drop 
sites from the Waste management 
Steering Committe’s shortlist -- 
or eliminate the list altogether. 

That being the case, some were 
more disappointed than others 
following Wednesday's decision 
to slow down the search process 
and put it through what profes- 
sional consultants call a sensitiv- 
ity analysis. 

Council endorsed five WMSC 
recommendations and crafted a 
resolution of their own “express- 
ing concern about the current 
waste management master plan- 
ning and landfill siting process.” 

In passing the resolution, coun- 
cil agreed that the whole exercise 
had caused a “great deal of confu- 
sion, expense and anxiety” 


along with concern for the im- 
pacts on landowners and munici- 
palities. It asks the County War- 
den to prepare a report dealing 
with 11 items of concern, every- 
thing from permitting enginecred 
"tes to making the planning proc- 
esstess adversarial. 
The Warden's report is to be 


presented to Bob Rae by Sept. 1. 
WMSC chairman Dave Nel- 
son supported the need to “slow 
down Level III” so they could 
“look at some alternatives.” 
One of these alternatives, he 
admutteéd, is a landfill site but they 
have to look at ways to make them 
smaller. 
We will see how the sensitivity 
report affects the sites, he said. 
“There are things in the Sys- 
tems Plan that should be made 
more aggressive and we-should 
Start looking at some of these 
things now,” Mr. Nelson said. 
The five WMSC recommen- 


dations include looking at: 

* the sensitivity analysis to 
consider ways in which the candi 
date site selection methodology 

_ and weightings have affected’the 
results: 

* “opportunity siting” or find- 
ing a willing host for a dump site 
rather than picking one; 

* an ap eressive waste manapge- 
ment strategy to allow them to 
meet or exceed provincial diver- 
sion targets; 

* initiate a detailed three R's 
implementation strategy outlin- 
ing specific programs, activities, 
schedules and budgets while out- 
lining public education programs; 
pursuing the -management of 
household hazardous waste, 
backyard composting, leaf and 
yard waste composting, wasic 
reduction, materials reuse and 
recycling and mandatory public 
participation in waste diversion. . 

They have also called upon the 
province to: 

* ban all plastic containers that . 

are not readily recyclable, and; 

* support the incineration of 
used tires in cement kilns to en- 
courage demand for tires and-add 

value to this material.

Technology Access Centre: 
The Alliance Centre for Technol- 
ogy is receiving $36,300 in 
jobsOntario Community Action 
funding to study the possibility of 
establishing a Technology Access 
Centre t6 train people with dis- 
abilities on how to use adaptive 
technology. Peterborough MPP 
Jenny Carter made the announce- 
ment recently during \National 
Access Awareness Week. 

“ Adaptive technology has sub- 
stantially enhanced employment 
and training opportunities for per- 
sons with disabilities,’ said Carter: 
“A Technology Access Centre 
would teach them how to use this 
new technology so that they can 
seek and secure economic and 
personal independence.” 

The funding will enable the. 
Alliance Centre for Technology 
to write a business .plan and un- 
dertake a market survey to see the 
viability of establishing Canada’s 
first Technology Access Centre 
in Peterborough. The project has 
much support from the broader 
community. The academic and 
ousiness cCaumunities have also 
agreed to donate computer sofi- 

ware and provide computer train- 
ing. 

“Employers are beginning to 
acknowledge the great contribu- 
tions that persons with disabilities 
can make to their companies,” 
said Citizenship Minister Elaine 
Ziemba who has responsibility 
for disability issues.

Mr. James and the As- 
sociauon, involved in the fight 
seven years ago, were astounded 
to find themselves once again in- 
volved in a dump war.

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“without having seen the blue 
book (the WMSC’'s controversial 
Study)” 

Since that time, groups from 
all four communities, including 
Mr. James’, have pounded away 
at the study they clearly believe is 
unfair, inaccurate and error-prone. 

Mr: James said one of the rea- 
sons he wanted the remaining 
stages “done quickly” at that ume 
was it was “the most humane way 
to do things.” 

“Eventyally, at the end of th 
day, this steering committee is 
going to be recommending that a 
couple of families, at least, are 
going to be displaced and I think 
that 1s a very sad thing, a very 
tragic thing and Ithink itis a very 
difficult thing to do.” 

Another reason, he said, for 
earlier support of speeding things 
up was everything he had heard 
suggested the process was now a 
good one, 

“I've talked to people on the 
WMSC;, I've talked to people in- 
volved in support roles to the 
WMSC and I've talked to a 
number of people who have ad- 
vised the WMSC at various stages 
in the development process and 
all had felt the process was a good 
process, was on track, the data 
they had was current, was accu- 
rate and there hadn't been any 
errors, Weren Lany omissions and 
they had been very careful this 
time.” 

He had been “assured” that 
1988 wasn't going to happen this 
ume. 

“I spoke without having seen 
the blue book,” Mr. James said 
regretfully, 

“Between then and now | have 
decome very familiar with what is 
in thts book and have heard del- 
egation after delegation, lawyer 
after lawyer and consultant after 
consultant come before this com- 
mittee and say “look, there are 
errors, there are omissions.

Mr. James warmed councillors 
there could very well be a change 
in site results after the sensitivity 
analysis is done. 

“Tdo not want to alarm any- 
one,” he said, “but there are lots of 
mistakes ‘made pertaining to the 
four sites on the shortlist. There 
are just as many mistakes on the 
long list.

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Ron Chafe, a NACC member 
who fired the first salvo at the 
WMSC and Proctor and Redfern 
during the inifial Sea oP jes 
three months ago, reminded coun- 
cillors that ratepayers were pre- 
pared to work with the WMSC to 
“resolve this complex problem” 
but only if there was a serious 
effort to redress the unfairnesses 
and insensitivities of a process 
that consistency identifies pro- 
ductive farmland as potential 
dump Sites. 

Lack of public input, commu- 
nication and access todocuments; 
flaws, errors and inconsistencies 
in the consultant's research; use 
of out-dated and inaccurate data 
and questionable cniterigavere also 
reasons to delay the s€arch, Mr. 
Chafe said. 

Few answers from the WMSC 
have been received by NACC, he 
said, and those defend the status 
quo or evade the issues. 

They are angry that the WMSC 
will not acknowledge the validity 
of. their concerns. 

“This is not a system of two- 
way dialogue but one whereby 
one party 1s steadfastly maintain- 
ing.atis mght and there is no room 
for compromise of change,” he 
said. . 

“We feel lis most important to 
use correct criteria and current 
data in this decision making proc- 
ess,” Mr. Chafe said. “Itis equally 
important that interested parties 
work in harmony to resolve is- 
sues. 

“Such an approach will ensure 
that the taxpayers money is not 
wasted by selecting the wrong 
site or having the decisions turned 
down at an environmental hear- 
ing. 

**...We would much rather work 
with you in a co-operative man- 
ner using meaningful dialogue 
than as adversaries,”’ Mr. Chafe 
added. 

Phyllis Boyce, whose 157- 
year-old Smith Township farm is 
a candidate site, felt they should 
have been dropped from the 
shortlist and should never have 
been on the original list of 245. 

A walkover of the Smith site, 
and others, should change the 
WMSC’'s thinking on their 
shortlist, she maintained. 

Mrs. Boyce wondered why 
walkovers were permitted during 
a similar search in Centre South 
Hastings (C&SH) and not in Pe- 
terborough County. 

The level Ill. walkover in 
C&SH actually led. to one site 
being dropped from a shortlist. 

Mrs. Boyce produced C&SH 
Level III documents that indicated 
that Proctor and Redfern were 
prepared to eliminate one site af- 
ter walkovers. , 

“The information in the Level 
II] binder isn’t accurate,” Mrs. 
Boyce said. “It’s true for every 
single site. 

“I suggest it could be over ina 
hurry for some of the people. 
Maybe all of the people on these 
sites,” she said. 

“we find it very hard to under- 
stand how youcan go ahead when 
you know there are mistakes. And 
you Say you can’t change it or you 
jeopardize the process,” Mrs. 
Boyce said. 

“It just doesn't make sense.” 

“There is no reason to leave 
100 householders in Smith Town- 
ship hanging until next summer,” 
she said. _ 

“You have no idea what it is 
like. You have put everyone's 
lives on hold,” Mrs. Boyce told 
council. “Since Mar. 22 we all 
have had a cloud over our heads 
and we don’t think of anything 


else. 

“Everytime we walk outside 
we think they may come and bull- 
doze the house down. What's the 
point in planting flowers, cutting 
the grass. What's the point in do- 
ing anything.” . 

She shared Mr. Chafe’s anger 
at lack of public consultation. 

“We've had meeting after 
meeting, and now, all of asudden, 
we find we may as well have all 
stayed home because they say it 
doesn’t matter -- everybody is 
going on to level TV.”

they made them.” 

WMSC_ lawyer Doug 
Thompson said he was “comfort- 
able” the process was conducted 
the way the public was told it 
would be. 

Sugzestions thata “site walko- 
ver,” similar to the one done by 
Proctor and Redfern in Hastings 
County, could be done in Peter- 
borough were dismissed by Mr/ 
Thompson. iar Ae 

“They were different studies. 
They used a different process,” 
he said. 

Studies are typically sét up so 
site access is done in the final 
’ stage, he explained. 

“That is generally the way it is 
done. It is impractical to do it any 
other way.” 

Mr. Thompson says the sensi- 
tivity analysis will allow the con- 
sultants to consider some of the 
public input that has been received 
to date. 

Things like “should it have 
_been done this way as opposed to 
a should you use these criteria 

$ opposed to these. 

“That sensitivity analysis,” he 
said, “will allow themtotake some 
of that input into account to con- 
sider how it might impact or might 
have impacted on the process and 
the study results.” 

Ratepayers have attacked er- 
rors and omissions in Proctor and’ 
Redfern’s study but Mr. 
Thompson said this is not unu- 
sual. 

“This occurs again and again 
in every study across the prov- 
ince. There is no study that has 
happened to date or is occurring 
where the study consultants and 
the proponents are not told at some 
point you've gol errors in your 
approach, you've goterrots in the 
data you’ ve applied to get to you 
results. 

“It's unfortunately the nature 
of the beast,” he said. “When 
you're using these broad data 
bases nobody pretends that these 
things are actually completed cor- 
rect in every sense.” 

He says the important thing, 
from the province's and Environ- 
mental Board’s perspective is 
“have you applied the date bases 
you've used consistently across 


the spectrum. 

“That is really the important 
point at this stage of the process,” 
he said. “And the answer again, 
from what I've seen, is-yes it has 

/ been done.” 
‘Mr. Thompson says errors and 


omissions in the date used to get to 
a shortlist is a “recogimied and

Bowskill case adjourned 
to assess more evidence 


Brighton--A trial charging a 
Colborne pharmacist with two 
firearms offences has been ad- 
journed until Sept. Ist to give the 
judge time to hear more evidence 
in the case. 

Forty-three-year-old Steve 
Bowskill, frustrated by the inabil- 
ity of police enforcement to pro- 
tecthis business which was robbed 
eight times in two years, was 
charged in May with careless use 
of a firearm. Bowskill fired two 
shots from ‘1is Colt .38-40 res 
volver and} :ew out the rear ure of 
the getaw y van after two men 
broke into the pharmacy anid took 
painkillers. He later said he delib- 
erately avoided shooting at the 
thieves and was attempting to 
knock out the tire to thwart their 
attempted getaway. 

Almost 100 supporters who 
crammed into court vowed they 
would return to back the man they 
feel was simply defending his 
property and does not deserve to 
be treated by police like he’s-a 
criminal instead of the victim. 


The thieves eventually had to 
abandon the disabled van northof 
Grafton and were subsequently 
apprehended by police. They are 


currently serving two-year -sen- 
tences. 

Bowskill also faces a two-year 
term if Judge John Bark rules he 
fired his handgun carelessly. 

Meanwhile, several thousand

Number of beaches ruled unsafe. 
for swimming by Health Unit 


The Hastings and Prince Edward Counties Health Unit has declared 
a number of beaches in the area to be unsafe for swimming and 
warming signs have been posted. 

The Unit monitors bathing beach water quality at designated public 
beaches within the jurisdiction. Beach water quality is monitored by 
thecollection and analyses of water samples. Samples are analyzed at 
a Public Health laboratory for the presence of E-coli bacteria. 

When E-coli bacteria is found at levels greater than 100 bacteria per 
100 ml of water, the bathing beach is consjdered unsafe. 

The following beaches in the area are presently posted: 

Riverside Park East, Moira River, Belleville; Riverside Park West, 
Moira River, Belleville; Bain Park, Bay of Quinte, Trenton; Frankford 
Park, Trent River, Frankford; Zwick’s Island Park West, Bay of 
Quinte, Belleville; Wellington Beach, Wellington Bay, Wellington. 

A previously posted beach no longer declared unsafe is C lark! Lake 
Beach, Clark Lake, Dungannon Township. 

The Medical Officer of Health has posted the following warning 
signs in polluted water areas. “Tests of the water at this bathing beach 
have found that the water ts polluted due to levels of fecal coliform 
bactena in excess of acceptable standards. Swimming in these waters 
could produce infections of the eye, ear, nose, throat, skin or intestines.

Inthese days of HIV and hepa- 
titis viruses, finding needles pok- 
ing at you.can be a traumatic 
expenence. “In fact. there have 
been several recent cases where\ 
collectors who have been stabbed ‘ 
by needles successfully sued the 
homeowner who's garbage con- 
tained the needles. 

It isn’t just the garbage han- 
dlers that are getting stabbed -- 
some needles are even being left 
in the blue box, where they are 
catching unsuspecting recycling 
truck drivers unaware. 

To address this very real con- 
cer, Centre & South Hastings 


Recycling Board staff have looked. 


into safe alternatives for throwing 
needles in the garbage. 

Working together with local 
eS Board is helping 
to promotéthe use of Sharps 
Recovery Container (“sharps” 
is the technical term for the metal 


Safe alternatives for needle dispose 


needle on a syringe). These are 
handy ngid plastic containers spe- 
cifically designed to safely store 
used needles. 

A number of local pharmacies 
are now offering these containers 
at a nominal fee to their custom- 
ers. If the customer snaps the mejal 
sharp from the syringe and puts 
only the sharp in the contarmer, 
they will probably only need one 
container a year. 

Once the container is full, they 
can bring it back to the participat- 
ing pharmacy, who arranges with 
a disposal company such as 
Laidlaw and BFI to safely dispose ; 
of the material. 


Local pharmacies currently 
offering the containers are: Geen’ s 
Pharmacy: Kelly's Guardian 
Drugs; Pharma Plus (three loca- 
tions); all of Belleville; Ireland's 
IDA Drug Store and Shopper's 
Drug Mart, both in Trenton and 
Lentini’s Pharmacy, in Stirling.

Cancer update... Slip! Slap! Slop!

It is important to remember 
children are most vulnerable to 
sun over-exposure, 

Itis not enough to simply hand 
out a sunscreen sample with the 
‘suggestion that it be used. As adults 
we can do much to make a differ- 


ence starting with the example we 


set. 

The Canadian Cancer Society 
recommends the use of sunscreens 
with an SPF of 15 or higher and 
that block both UVA and UVB 
rays. It is a good idea to speak to 
your pharmacist for clarification: 

Young children can not be ex- 
pected to understand all this talk 
about UV reports nor can they 
select the best sunscreen on their 
own. Children need special con- 
sideration because they spend 
more time outdoors than most 
adults. 

Attempt to educate children in 
Practising sun sense by focusing 


on positive, healthy reasons to 
choose sun protection instead of 
always emphasizing over-expo- 
sure can cause cancer. It is also 
wise to discuss sun protection all 
year. . 
Some important guidelines are: 


* Avoid the sun between |1 
a.m. and 4 p.m. 

* Slip onclothing tocover your 
arms and legs 

* Slap on a wide-brimmed hat 

* Slop on sunscreen SPF 15 or 
higher

Implementation will be phased 
in, with staggered umetables for 
employers in various sectors and 
of different sizes, The Ontario 
Public Service will lead the way, 
®ith an employment equity plan 
in place by September 1, 1994. 
Employers with more than 10 
employees in the broader public 
sector - including municipalities, 
universities, colleges, school 
boards and hospitals - will have 
until March 1, 1996 to have their 
employment equity plans in place. 

Large private-sector employ- 
ers with more than 500 employ- 
ees have until] March 1, 1996, to 
develop their plans. Companies 
with 100 to 499 employees have 
until September 1, 1996 to de- 
velop their employment equily 
plans. Small private-sector em- 
ployers with 50 to 99 employees 
will have until September |, 1997 
to reach this stage. 

Within these umeframes, em- 
ployers will survey their 
workforces to determine how 
many members of the designated 
groups -- women, Aboriginal peo- 
ple. people with disabilities and 

racial minorities -- are in their 
workplaces. Employers will also 
review policies and practices to 
idenuty bi urTICrs to equity im their 
workplace and thendevelop plans 
to remove those barners. 

Private-sector employers with 
fewer than 50 employees and 
broader public sector employers 
with fewerthan LO employees are 
not covered by the requirements 
of the Act. 

The Act, which sets out the 
principles, objectives and main 
features of employment equity, 1s 
accompanied by regulations oul- 
lining the practical steps needed 
to make employment equity a re- 
ality in Ontario workplaces. 

Seasonal agricultural workers, 
including those employed under 
federally administered interna- 
tional programs, are exempt from

Discussions and consul- 
tations will continue with Abo- 
riginal organizations and with the

lations. It will provide how-tc 
matcrials and statistical informa- 
tion tohelpemiployers break down 
barriers and create fairer 
workplaces. It will also monitor 
employers’ progress under the 
legislation. 

Juanita Westmoreland-Traore., 
who was appointed Employment 
Equity Commissioner in 1991, 
will head the commission. 

The Employment Equity Tri- 
bunal, which will also be estab- 
lished in the fall, will ensure com- 
pliance with the Act by.mediating 
and adjudicating cases brought 
hefore it, and reviewing and en-

Opéning of the new Masonic 
Hall 


The opening of the new Ma- 
sonic Hall, on the occasion of the 
celebration of the Festuval of St. 
John the Bapust. brought together, 
as anucipated: the largest audi- 
ence every seen in Madoc. Tem- 
porary seats had been provided 
for 450 persons in the body of the 
Hall, independently of the places 
reserved on the platform for the 
orators of the day, the musical 
Amateurs, and the Brass Band, 
and all the seats were filled to 
overflowing. Spacious, however, 
as the Hall ts, for a village of the 
present size of Madoc, its dimen- 
sions would have been inadequate 
for the accommodation of all who 
purchased tickets, many of whom 
- members of the Masonic frater- 
nity of Belleville, Surling and 
other places, as well as residents 
of Madoc - were unable to attend, 
on account of otherengagements. 

The Hall was decorated with 
flags. Masonic emblems wrought 
In evergreens, evergreen boughs 
and mottos - some in ornamental 
designs by Mr. Alonzo Maybee, 
others printed in large type. Over 
the centre of the platform, and 
facing the entrance, was the 
Square and Compass, enclosing 
the letter “G"", and surmounted by 
“The Queen and the Craft’; with 
“Welcome Everyone”, and “The 
Day and All who honour it’, on 
either side. 

On one side of the Hall was the 
Double Triangles and the mottos, 

“Wisdom, Strength and 
Beauty”. “God Save the Queen”, 
“Union ts Strength”. On the other 
side was the Keystone, with the 
legends, “Welcome to our 
Guests”, “Our God, Our Country 
and Our Queen”, “Faith, Hope 
and Charity”. At the lower end, 
over the entrance appeared “Suc- 


, cess to Agnculture, Ships, Colo- 
nies and Commerce”. 


The proceedings of the day 
commenced, after the Brethrenof 
Madoc Lodge No. 48 had assem- 
bled at their old Lodge room, with 
a Procession through the Village, 
headed by the Band of the 1Sth 
Battalion, under the leadership of 
Prof. Armstrong. The heat was 
intense and this kept many in- 
doors at the time, but there was 
nevertheless a goodly crowd of 
lookers-on, content to brave the 
risk of being sun-struck, for the 
sake of listening to that rare treat 
in the back townships - a band of 
music - and of witnessing the cer- 
emony with which the Brethren, 


‘ onreaching the end of their march, 


opened their ranks, and faced each 
other in two lines, the rearmost 
first filing off down the centre, 
saluting and being saluted, ull all 
had followed in order, and the 
Tyler and the Inner Guard low- 
ered their swords, and again fell 
into their places. Bros. A.B. Ross 
and W.H. Carpenter officiated as 
Marshals. 

The Procession at an end, the 
public at once made their way to 
the Hall which was filled quickly.

practicable The Rev. C.H 
Mockridge having asked a bless- 
ing, all, wath such appetite as the 
hot weather leithem, forthwith 
procteded to dispose of the boun 
uifully heaped up plates placed 
before them. Plenty of tea and 
cotfee was provided, but the bev- 
erage most in demand was pure 
cold water. and the waiters had a 
lively ume in supplying a suffi- 
cient quantity 

After, dinner, the Chairman, 
1.P.M. A.F. Wood excused him- 
self from making any lengthy re- 
marks, as he felt much fatigued 
after a ride of 60 miles, attending 
the Railroad meeting in 
Tamworth, fram which he re- 
turned only Ufat morming; but he 
did take that opportunity to in- 
form them that the Railroad, which 


was supposed by many to be dead 


and buried, now promised to be a 
fact. After expressing his pleas- 
ure at seeing #0 Many persons 
present on the occasion. as a proof 
that they did not believe the charge 
frequently brought against secret 
societies in general that they were

At the conclusion of the Ma- 
sonic toasts on the programme, 
Bro. Falkner, as one of the oldest

Brethren of the Madoc Lodge, 
which was enthusiastically re- 
sponded to by the audience.

Age is-one factor that can de- 
crease the body's ability to cope 
with heat. Other factors are medi- 
cal conditions that affect the heart 
and circulation and abnormalities 
of the skin or sweat glands. Cer- 
tain drugs may also decrease a 
person’s ability to cope with high 
temperatures. If on medication, 
check with your doctor or phar- 


macist to see if it can alter your ° 


reaction to heat. 

Be wary of the signs of heat 
exhaustion and heat stroke. Heat 
exhaustion is the most common 
form of induced illness. It is 
brought on by a loss of body fluids 
and salt. Signs of tiredness, giddi- 
ness, a raised body temperature, 
cold clammy skin and possibly 
fainting. Try to keep cool and 
notify the doctor immediately. 

Heat stroke is a medical emer- 
gency. There is a complete break- 
down of the body’s cooling abil- 
ity. The skin feels hot and dry. the 
victim's temperature 1s extremely 
high and he may experience dizz1- 
ness, headache, nausea and faint- 
ing. Try to keep the person cool 
and call emergency help. 

To ensure that you have a safe. 
comfortable summer take steps to 
help you keep cool. 

* Don't wait to be thirsty to 
drink - drink lots of fluids Gf ona 
fluid-restricted diet check with 
your doctor first). 

* Avoid tea, coffee and alcohol 
(they are diuretics and cause loss 
of fluid). 


* Avoid exertion in the sun. 

* Stay in air-conditioning or 
use fans as much as possible. 

* Take frequent cool showers

* Wear a hat outdoors and light 
weight loose clothing - dampen 
your clothing if you get hot.

Vitamin E aa heart disease 


(NC) A considerable amount 
of research and public attention 
has been directed toward the ques- 
uion of efficacy of vitamin and 


. mineral supplementation. Of par- 


ticular interest has been the grow- 

ing body of researe h focusing on 
the anti-oxidants. These include 
vitamins A, €, E, beta-carotene 
and the mineral selenium. Recent 
reseatch investigating the rela- 
tionship between Vitamin E sup- 
plementation and heart disease 
has yielded some very significant 
results. 

Of particular interest are two 
studies released at the end of 1992. 
The first was conducted by Ros- 
ton’s Bigham and Women’s Hos- 
pital and Harvard Medical School.

tective effect was seen for indi- . 


viduals whose intake of vitamin E 
was exclusively from dietary 
sources. This information was 
provided by the members of the 
Canadian Health Food Associa- 
tion.

All-out atfack on purple wetland killer 


in the first co-ordinated effort 
of its Kind, the-first week of Au- 
gust has been dubbed “Project 
Purple Week” by the Ontario Fed- 
eration of Anglers and Hunters to 
stem the wetland killer--purple 
loosestrife.

The OFAH 1s calling on every 
available hand in the province to 
launch local control efforts on the 
deadly perennial plant the week 
of August 1-7. 

Traditionally, the plant 1s in 
full bloom during this week and ts 
gelling ready to set off mature 
seeds. Each plant produces ap- 
proximately 2.7 millionseeds cach 
year. which travel to nearby 
wetlands and choke* off invalu- 
able fish and wildlife habitat. 

Purple loosestrife (Lythrum 
safreuria) came to North America 
more than a century ago from its 
native Europe buronly in the past 
decade has its bright fushia blooms 
begun to spread like wildlife 
across the province. 

In Canada, the plant has no 
natural enemies and its massive 
root systems and woody stems 
make if a mighty competitor, 
bumping aside all native vegeta- 
tion thal serve as food and shelter 


for thousands of fish, wildlife.and... 


insect species. 

As @ result, once-thriving 
wetlands choked by loosestrife 
become vast fields of silent, dead 
purple. Each year, North America 


loses hundreds of thousands of 


wetland hectares tothe loosestrife 
plague--this, in light of the fact 
that many populated areas saw 
much of their wetlands destroyed 
by development after the tum of 
the century. 

But there is hope. In 1992, the 
OFAH launched “Project Purple”, 
an education and research pro- 
gram to show people how to con- 
trol the plant and avoid its spread. 

The call is now out Aug. 1-7 
for individuals, groups and mu- 
nicipalities to mount concerted 
control efforts. In the past many 
organizations have made a pleas- 
urable day out of loosestrife con- 
trol efforts, which included rec- 
realional events or a picnic. 

The OFAH has also renewed 
its call to Ontario municipalities 
to declare the plant noxious under 
the Ontario Weed Control Act. 
Over the past years, more than 90 
municipalities--including Metro- 
politan Toronto--have taken this 
step, promoting the plant's con- 
trol. 

In addition. many nurseries 


have stopped selling the plant for 
home gardens, a problem which 
was compounding loosestrife's 
spread. 

“For three years, the OFAH 
has waged war against purple 
loosestrife and there are many 
positive signs,” said Dr. Terry 
Quinney, OFAH provincial co- 
ordinator of fish and wildlife serv- 
ices. “But we need every avail- 
able hand at the most important 
time of the year if we are to make 
a real difference.” 

But the plant must be control- 
led carefully or more harm than 
good can be done. For more infor-

The six had been travelling to Ottawa from Toronto to obtain a visa 
needed by Jushnara and the two sons for a trip next month to Brifain 
and their native Bangladesh. 

Responding to the accident along with police and ambulance 
attendants were members of both the Marmora and Madoc Fire 
Departments. They were called in to prevent the possibi lity of fire and 
(0 assist with the extraction of the victims. 

The accident is- still under investigation by Madoc OPP.

The Canada Pension Plan pro- 
vides for disability benefits to eli- 
gible CPP contributors and their 
dependent children. 


What is the change? 

Bill C-57 introduced a change 
which allows CPP disability ap- 
plicants who were disabled, but 
did not have enough recent con- 
tributions, to qualify for a disabil- 
ity pension. This new provision 
now protects contnbutors who in 
the past.were denied a pension 
because they applied late. 


Who can qualify now? 

Any disabled contributor who 
did not previously qualify because 
they did not meet the minimum 
contributory requirements, at the 
time they applied, may now pos- 
sibly qualify. The contributor must 
have been disabled prior to the 
time his/her coverage Yan out and 
must continue to be disabled at 
the ume of application. 

What should I do now? 

If you feel you are still disa- 
bled and think that you may now 
be eligible for a CPP disability 
bénefit as a result of this change, 
you will need to fill out a CPP 
disability application as soon as 
possible in order to avoid any 
potential loss of benefits.

National Disability Meeting 

New Brunswick played host to 
a national meeting of most of the 
provincial disability advisory 
councils from across Canada to 
discuss issues of concern to the” 
4.2 million Canadians with dis- 
abilities. 

The meeting provided an op- 
portunity tggexchange informa- 
lion on activities related to dis- 
ability issues in each of the prov- 
inces. However, the major topic 
discussed was the current review 
of social security programs by the 
federal government. The provin- 
cial delegates expressed a clear 
message that social programs 
should not be changed without a 
full opportunity for input from 
persons with disabilities. 

The advisory councils pointed 
out that both the federal and pro- 
vincial levels of government are 
involved in a network of shared 
jurisdictions and funding mecha- 
nisms that have a major impacton 
the quality of life for citizens with 
disabilities. 

The group of delegates were 
not asking’ for handouts for per- 
sons with disabilities but rather a 
balanced and fair system that al- 
lows everyone tofully participate 
in their communities through ap- 
propriate education,employment, 
coverage of disability costs and 
access to an adequate range of 
community supports. ; 

Canadians with disabilities are 
anxious to assume their roles as 
full citizens with the chance to 
live with dignity and having the 
rights and responsibilitiesto share 
in the future of our country. Un- 
fortunately they have been a hu- 
man resource that has too often 
been undervalued and 
underutilized. The meeting del- 
egates pledged tocontinue to work 
more closely to move the disabil- 
ity agenda into both the provin- 
cial and national arenas. 

The advisory councils will be 
encouraging all.Canadians with 
djsabilities to raise their issues 
and ideas for acceptable solutions
